Craft described by naval ex- 
perts as most useful in patrol 
work include destroyers, subma- 
rine chasers, the heavier types of 
reconditioned yachts, mine-layers 
and mine-sweepers and, function- 
ing in conjuction with these, long- 
range airplanes. Light cruisers 
also are sometimes employed on 
such an assignment. 


The navy has been building such 
craft in increasing quantities, and 
in informed quarters here it was 
believed that most of them have 
gone to the Atlantic rather than 
the Pacific fleet. Moreover, some 
authorities suggested that any 
vessels which could be spared 
from Pacific duty probably have 
been put to work in the Atlantic. 


200 Warships in Atlantic.

JURY BEING PICKED TO TRY 
WIFE IN POISONING DEATH 


Counsel for Mrs. Tony Hepperman 
Denied Continuance in 
Circuit Court. 


Selection of a jury to try Mrs. 
Emma Sarana.Hepperman, charged 
with the arsenic poisoning of her 
seventh -husband, Tony Hepper- 
man, Wentzville farmer, at their 
St. Charles County home last May, 
was begun at Union today after a 
defense application for a continu- 
ance was denied. 

The case was transferred to Cir- 
cuit Judge R. A. Breuer’s court 
last February on a change of venue 
from St. Charles County. 

Mrs. Hepperman, 47-year-old 
mother of eight children, married 
Hepperman in April last year after 
being employed by him on ‘his 
farm as housekeeper for less than 
a month. Five weeks later Hep- 
perman died of arsenic poisoning 
at a St. Charles hospital. 

The State Highway Patrol, which 
investigated, reported Mrs. Hep- 
perman had purchased insecticides 
containing arsenic at a Wentzville 
store about two weeks before his 
death. Mrs. Hepperman, who has 
been held without bond in the St. 
Charles County jail, denies she 
poisoned her husband.

tee. Davis was expected to testify 
today. : 

Stephen Early, presidential press 
secretary, told reporters that the 
coal situation was “very: serious.” 

Davis, he said, was coming to 
the White House to give Roose- 
velt “a full, complete, up-to-date, 
first hand report.” 


The coal controversy was dis- 


cussed at a two-hour weekly con- 
ference of the President and con- 
gressional leaders. 

Senator Barkley, the majority 
leader, said afterward that “noth- 
ing definite was decided.” He de- 
clined to forecast what form fur- 
ther presidential action could take 
or whether steps were in prospect. 

McGrady Testifies. 

Another witness before the Sen- 
ate committee which is headed by 
Senator Truman (Dem.), Missouri, 
was Edward F. McGrady, special 
labor consultant to the War De- 
partment. He declared that if the 
mines are not reopened quickly 
“the entire national defense effort 
will be in great jeopardy.” 

He said the closing had sharply 
reduced the output of steel, am- 
monia—which is an essential ele- 
ment in high explosives—and oth- 
er vital products. 

“I give you the facts of the sit- 
uation,” he said. “Facts which 
are giving the War Department 
serious concern because they fore- 
bode a catastrophic effect upon 
the industrial mobilization effort.” 

Saying that the time had passed 
when the coal dispute could have 
been settled without damaging the 
defense program, McGrady added: 

“The all-important question to- 
day is one of limiting the damage 
as much as possible, and as. quick- 
ly ‘as possible, before the entire in- 
dustrial preparedness drive is com- 
pletely paralyzed.” 

Mines in the Appalachian area 
have been idle for 27 days, and 
McGrady said that even when pro- 
duction is resumed a week will be 


required for ‘tthe replacement of oe 


depleted coal stocks. 
Steel Industry Hard Hit. 

McGrady told the committee 
that in the case of the steel indus- 
try “at least an additional week 
will be required to get back in 
production those blast furnaces 
which have been closed down as 
a result of this strike.” 


Saying that steel was the indus- 


try most seriously affected by the 
coal stoppage affecting almost 
400,000 miners, the witness added 
that 24 blast furnaces have been 
closed and at least 10 more will be 
closed by May 1. Steel ingot pro- 
duction already is 15 per cent off, 
he said, and this figure will be 
doubled by May 5. 

Other defense officials previously 
had estimated that steel production 
would have to be cut to 8 per 
cent of capacity this week from 
the 95 per cent of recent weeks. 
They added that a continued shut- 
down of the mines would result in 
a reduction to 60 per cent next 
week. 

Charles O’Neill of New York, a

MOSCOW, April 28 (AP).—Red 
Star, organ of the Soviet army, re- 
ported for the first time yesterday 
the German occupation of the 
Greek islands of Samothrace and 
Lemnos, near the Dardanelles en- 
trance to the Black Sea, and de- 
acribed this as part of “widespread 
action” in the Aegean. 

Referring .to Lemnos, the news- 
paper said “this island 60 kilom- 
eters (abaut 33 miles) from the 
exit of the Dardanelles has great 
strategic importance.” 

Red Star failed to throw any 
light on the Soviet Government’s 
attitude toward the German occu- 
pation. (Russia has fought several 
wars to keep the Dardanelles out 
of the hands of a dominating Euro- 
pean power.) | : 

Simultaneously it was reported 
that Red army engineers have 
pitched camp in the Odessa mili- 
tary district adjoining the Balkans 
for a training period—the first 
mention here of Soviet spring ex- 
ercises on the Black Sea. 

A bulletin published in Red Star 
said the engineers would practice 
problems in river crossing, includ- 
ing bridge building and ferry 
_ Movements, scouting, mine-laying 
and camouflage. 

Reviewing the war in the Bal- 
kans, Red Star said that “despite 
the loss of Greece the British con- 
tinue to possess a strong strategic

islands in position to dominate the 
vital straits. 

Ikdam said “We cannot help re- 
marking that we notice a ‘differ- 
ence between Germany's assur- 
ances to Turkey and her action in

“Our government,” the news- 
paper Vatan said, “is prepared to 
accept even the smallest demands 
as a declaration of war.” 


President Inonu. was believed in 
diplomatic circles to be in the 
Izmir (Smyrna) region on an in- 
spection trip close to the Aegean 
islands now occupied by the Nazis. 

Ikdam pointed out that Lemnos, 
one of the occupied islands, was 
used by the British in the World 
War “as a base to cut off the 
approach to the straits and 
threaten. Turkey,” but said the 
menace of the Germans today was 
not so great “because the Germans 
don’t have the seapower .the Brit- 
ish commanded.” : 

“We must also remember the 
Dodecanese which the Italians 
command,” Ikdam said. “The 
Aegean will become most danger- 
ous to the British navy because 
the Germans will use torpedo 
boats so as to cut off Turkey and 
Britain from the sea. The solution 
is for the British before the Ger- 
mans to occupy the rest of the 
islands.” 


“The Irish people are united as 
never before upon the policy of 
neutrality and we will not destroy 
Irish unity and thus our ‘ability 
to resist aggression from any 
quarter by declaring war or tak- 
ing any steps leading towards war 
against any side. And that goes, 
too, for giving or leasing the 
ports, and for any other plan 
which would. project our people 
into war.” ;

Institute Says Output Increased 
From 478,000 Tons in ’38 
to. 724,000 in 1940. 


Zinc production in the United 
States is, sufficient to meet all 
needs of the defense program and 
the greater part of non-defense re- 
quirements, it was said in a report 
of the American Zinc Institute 
which is holding its annual meet- 
ing today and tomorrow at Hotel 
Chase. ' 

Production increased from 478,- 
000 tons in 1938 to 724,000 tons in 
1940, the report showed. Production 
and imports during 1941 are ex- 
pected to make available 900,000 
tons. For the period 1935-1939 av- 
erage annual consumption was 
540,000 tons. . 

The report pointed out that zinc 
is used in many defense items, in- 
cluding cartridges, shells, fuses, 
airplane parts, naval construction, 
die castings and cantonment ‘build- 
ings.

I can only assure you 
that I and my colleagues, or com- 
rades rather, for that is what they 
are, will toil with every scrap of 
life and strength according to the 
lights that are granted to us, not 
to fail these people or be wholly 
unworthy of their faithful and gen- 
erous regard. 

The British nation is stirred and 
moved as it never has been at any 
time in its long, eventful and fa- 
mous history and it is no hack- 
neyed figure of speech to say they 
mean to conquer or die. 

What a triumph life in these bat- 
tered cities is over the worst that 
fire and bomb’ can do! What a 
vindication of the civilized and de- 
cent way of living we have been 
trying to work for and work to- 
wards in our island! 


What a p®oof of fortitude of 
free institutions!

When the panzer 
divisions broke through the Low 
Countries, and the British with- 
drew from Dunkerque, there was 
a terrific disillusionment. Now 
the people weren't going to be 
fooled a second time. Never again 
would they be so optimistic... Now 
they would look on the darker side, 
take no chances and go the limit.

However, one of the more criti- 
cal Canadian newspaper editors 
with whom I talked didn’t go along 
wholly with this reasoning. He 
thought the headline plays on for- 
eign news still were too optimistic 
and that Canadians had been 
lulled into a false sense of secur- 
ity. “They don’t..appreciate the 
gravity of the situation,” he said. 
“Occasionally they get stirred up 
against the Government, but a 
Cabinet Minister makes a reassur- 
ing speech in Commons and that 
satisfies them.” 

This editor, some of whose opin-

; around an issue raised by opponents of his policies. 


Since he has disclaimed. any intention to use Ameri- 
can naval vessels for convoy service, and since he 
has advanced the patrol plan as a substitute, the 
Tobey resolution has been outpaced by events. 

It is possible also that the result of an informal 
canvass of the Senate had something to do with the 
administration’s maneuver. This poll shows 46 
Senators likely to oppose legislation to authorize 
convoys. This is an uncomfortably narrow margin 
for the administration on so important a decision. 
The news report fails to state whether all the Sen- 
ators were polled. It is thus quite possible that a 
resolution indorsing convoys would be defeated in 
the Senate. 

The patrol plan has, of course, been enthusiastical- 
ly welcomed by the British. Prime Minister Church- 
ill, in his radio address yesterday, said he had learned 
of it “with indescribable relief.” After the defeat 
in the Balkans, the setbacks in Northern Africa and 
the emergence of new threats to Gibraltar and Suez, 
the Battle of the Atlantic has obviously become of 
even greater importance than before to the British 
cause. Mr. Churchill’s speech reiterated the British 
people’s determination to fight on, despite the pres- 
ent discouragements, and it reflected, too, Britain's 
increasing dependence on this country’s assistance. 

Americans are strongly sympathetic with Britain’s 
cause. They are ready to help that cause by every 
means, short of war, within their power. They ap- 
preciate the British point of view, as expressed in 
Mr. Churchill’s rejoicing ‘over the patrol plan. But 
since the great majority of our people draw the 
line at war, they will, we are convinced, also consider 
the patrol plan from the American point of view. 

Convoys may mean shooting, and “shooting means 
war,” the President himself has said. As we pointed 
out yesterday, there is little if any choice in this 
respect between convoys and patrols. There is a 
strong possibility of shooting in either case. 

The Post-Dispatch has urged that the President lay 
the matter of convoys before Congress for debate 
and decision. Now that convoys are, temporarily at 
least, not at issue, we consider that the same need 
for congressional consideration exists as to patrols. 

The sending of naval vessels to patrol the West- 
ern Atlantic is a decisive step of possibly grave sig- 
nificance. Mr. Churchill recognized that this step 
goes beyond any previously taken when he said: 


The United States is very closely bound up 
with us now, and have engaged themselves deep- 
ly in giving us moral, material and, within the 
limits I have mentioned, naval support.

ROME, April 28 (AP). — The}.

The communique also announce 
the occupation of Preveza, port 
on the Greek west coast, by an 
armored car battalion of infantry. 
Premier Benito” Mussolini tele- 


graphed congratulations to Gen. 
Ugo Cavallero, his commander-in- 


chief in Albania, and said “re- 


member me to everybody.” 

The telegram said: 

“In this hour of victory, I want 
to recognize your indisputable 
merit for having prepared during 
four months the necessary and 
sufficient conditions for arriving 
there. These conditions consisted 
in breaking, as you have done, any 
further counter-offensive attempt 
from the enemy and giving every- 
body the moral and material im- 
pulse for recovery. 

“Tet my. highest recognition 
reach you for your effort and. 
that of your valorous collaborators 
in command and your troops. Re- 
member me to everybody.” 

Death for War Offenses. 

At home Mussolini ordered death 
sentences for aggravated cases of 
fraud affecting military operations 
and sentences ganging up to life 
imprisonment for contractors fall- 
ing down on wartime supply jobs. 
The Government long ago barred 
all labor strikes. 

The new law provided for a long 
prison term for soldiers failing to 
show up for troop departures and 
death by shooting in the breast for 
aggravated second offenses. 

The prominent commentator Al- 
fredo Signoretti forecast in La 
Stampa of Turin that the Axis 
would use its virtually completed 
conquest of Europe as a “spring- 
board” for new conquests in Afri- 
ca and Asia. 

He indicated that the next stake 
in the battle would be for posses- 
sion of Suez and predicted it 
would be a hard fight, since Eng- 
land would marshal all its. em- 
pire forces with the backing of 
President Roosevelt, who “deceives 
himself into thinking that the 
storm over the Atlantic can be 
escaped.” 


Corfu a Strategic Prize. 

The island of Corfu, often a 
pawn in European wars and the 
most beautiful of Greek islands, 
guards the entrance to the Adri- 
atic Sea. About 40 miles long and 
20 miles wide at the broadest 
point, it lies only two miles from. 
the Albanian coast at its nearest 
point. The island has an area of 
275 square miles and a population 
of about 100,000. 

Seventy miles to the west is the 
heel of the Italian boot. Between 
is the Strait of Otranto. 

Between the island and the main- 
land are waters in which large 
vessels can lie and there are nat- 
ural bases for warships and sub- 
marines. The British were report- 
ed to have landed some forces 
there when they went to the aid 
of Greece following the Italian in- 
vasion of the Balkan kingdom last 
October.

Athens Becomes 


To Fall to Germans in Europe 


14th Capital 


One of Great Ancient Cities, It Has Changed 
Hands Many Times—Nazis Have Occu- 
pied Million Square Miles. 


By J. WES GALLAGHER 


ATHENS, April 27 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Athens, one ‘of the great 
cities of antiquity and the govern- 
ing seat of modern Greece, fell to 
Adolf Hitler today after 21 days of 
fighting. 

The vanguard of German motor- 
cyclists entered the center of the 
city at 9:30 a. m. (12:30 a. m. St. 
Louis time.) 


This dispatch is the last re- 
ceived from the Associated Press 
correspondent in Athens. It was 
filed only five minutes after the 
victorious Germans entered the 
city. It was assumed the German 
censorship had immediately 
clamped down on outgoing news 
dispatches. 

A Reuters (British news agency) 
dispatch, however, said a large 
body of Nazi troops followed the 
advance guard into the city at 
11:17 a. m. 

Anzacs Fight Panzer Units. 


The last previous report from 
the battlefront said a force of 
Australians and New Zealanders 
was fighting the German Panzer 
units at Mount Gheraneia, 25 
miles west of Athens. The British 
apparently had given up the de- 
fense of Athens and stationed 
themselves on the mountain to 
protect the Corinth Isthmus, a line 
of retreat into the Peloponnesus. 

The German high command in- 
dicated that this force north of the 
Gulf of Corinth had been cut 
off by a parachute force which 
seized the Corinth Canal to the 
rear. There was a possible em- 
barkation point for them, how- 
ever, at badly bom Megara on 
the Gulf of Corinth. 

Athens, a city of about 400,000 
people, is the fourteenth , 
capital brought under Hitler's 
domination either through battle 
or diplomacy. 

Nations Nazis Have Occupied. 


Countries German forces have 
occupied since the Austrian an- 
schluss of March, 1938, cover about 
1,000,000 square miles—an area as 
large as all the United States east 
of the Misissippi River plus part 
of Kansas and Missouri—and have 
more than 170,000.000 population.

Athens Captured Many Times. 

Athens has been captured re- 
peatedly down through the cen- 
turies, but on a surprising number 
of occasions has escaped destruc- 
tive handling by its conquerors. 
Even in the present war, with its 
wide use of the bombing plane, 
there apparently was no aerial 
bombing of the city proper. 

The Persians wrecked Athens in. 
480 B. C., but Themistocles already 
had .evacuated the population, and 
the city was rebuilt after the 
Greek naval victory at Salamis. 

Philip and Alexander the Great 
go admired Athenian culture that 
they treated the city with notable 
favor in the Fourth Century B. C. 

Athens made friends with Rome 
in 228 B. C., and in the next cen- 
tury gained many favors from the 
Roman Empire. Later it had a 
hand in fanning the war which 


ended Greek independence, but it | careful 


itself remained free.

There is only one thing certain 
about war—that it is full of dis- 
appointments and also full of mie- 
takes. 


It remaing to be seen, however, 
whether it is the Germans who 
made mistakes in tramping down 
the Balkans states and making a 
river of blood between themselves 
and the Greek and Yugoslav peo- 
ples. 

It remains also to be seen wheth- 
er they made a mistake in their 
attempt to invade Egypt with the

Taught by experience, I make it 
a rule not to prophesy about bat- 
tles which have yet to be fought. 

This, however, I will venture to 
say, that I should be very sorry to 
see the tasks of the combatants in 
the Middle East exchanged and for 
Gen. Wavell’s armies to be in the 
position of the German invaders. 
That is only a personal opinion. I 
can well understand there may be 
different views. 

It is certain that fresh dangers 
besides those which threaten Egypt 
may come upon us in the Mediter- 
ranean. The war may spread to 
Spain and Morocco, It may spread 
westwards to Turkey and Russia. 

The Germans may lay their 
hands for a time upon wheat lands 
of the Ukraine and oil wells of the 
Caucasus.

Hitler’s Only 


Chance for Victory. 


We shall do our best to meet 
them and fight them wherever 
they go. But tnere 1s one thing 
which is certain. There is one 
thing which rises out of the vast 
whirlpool which is. very sure and 
solid and which no one in his 
senses can mistake. Hitler cannot 
find safety from avenging justice 
in the East, Middle Hast or Far 
East.

lieve that, providing our exertions 
and our vigilance are not relaxed 
even for a moment, we may be

Less than that 
it would be foolish to believe. But 
how about our lifeline across. the 
Atlantic? What is to happen if so 
many of our merchant ships are

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP). 
William C. Bullitt, former Am- 
bassador to France, asserted last 
night that “many states of South 
America are waiting only for the 
disappearance of the British navy 
to turn totalitarian and invite 
the economic and military co-op- 
eration of the dictators.” 

Bullitt spoke at a China relief 
meeting. 

“We know,” he said, “that if the 
British navy should be eliminated 
we would soon see a totalitarian 
‘army and a totalitarian air force 
in South America, and that all 
Europe, all Asia and Africa as well, 
would be organized against us.” 

Bullitt said the United States’ 
present policy of aiding China and 
Britain might lead to war, but as- 
serted that peace. under totalitari- 
an terms would be intolerable. 

In that connection, he made an 
apparent reference to Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s disagreement with 
administration foreign policy. 

“We have heard, to be sure, a 
Knight of Hitler's Order of the 
German Eagle telling us that we 
ought to stop helping the British 
and Chinese and then everything 
would be all right,” Bullitt said.

Miss Nicholsen, a native of Aus- 
tin, Minn., and formerly librarian 
of the State Teachers college at 
Bemidji, Minn., pointed ‘out that 
the Camp Robinson library now 
has 3500 new books and will have 


-6000 volumes in all. 


“But we will have almost 25,000 
men,” she éxplained, “so you see, 
we could use quite a lot more 
material, and we'd be grateful 
for any books people would care 
to send us. Good books, that is, 
not college texts dated 1890, or 


broken down novels, covered with 
dust. Often people have good 
books in the house that they're 
through with. Perhaps they belong 
to the Book-of-the-Month Club or 
the Literary Guild, or some such 
organization, through which they 
receive new books, which they 
read and around to their 
friends but then have no further 
use for. Those are the kind we'd 
like to get.. 

“People would be surprised at 
the type of book men of the Thir-. 
ty-fifth Division here at camp ask 
for. They want to read ‘For 
Whom the Bells Toll’ and ‘Out of 
the Night,’ and books of that type. 
We've even had requests for Rous- 
seau and the classic poets. We 
have a great demand for scientific 
and highly technical books.

“Also unusual—or perhaps not so 
unusual at that—is the large de- 
mand for books on religion,” said 
Miss Nicholsen, “Not unattractive, 
unappealing, dry-as-dust books, but

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[Why Whip the Child? -o- 


By Angelo Patri 


-OMBIONE writes in to ask if 
children should be whipped in 
the presence of other children. 
My opinion is that children should 
not be whipped at all, any time, 
anywhere, for any reason. No 
was ever accomplished by 
that method of discipline that 
could not have:been obtained soon- 
er, with less cost, and with greater 
benefit by other means. 

I agree that a smart slap on the 
place seemingly intended by na- 
ture for that slap does help occa- 
sionally. Perhaps it helps the slap- 
per more than the slapped by re- 
lieving the tension of his temper, 
‘but it does change the direction 
of a child’s thinking and behavior 
at critical times, and if applied 
with discretion does no harm, 


The great. difficulty about a 
smart slap well deserved and intel- 
ligently applied is the tendency to 
‘repeat it so that its efficacy is 
ruined. Children who are accus- 
tomed to being slapped do not 
mind it. It is only the unusual 
slap, smart and quick on the right 
place, that does the trick. It is 
emergency treatment only. 

A whipping is another matter. 
It is a deliberate infliction of pain 
and humiliation and its effects are 
more mental than physical and 
not for the betterment of the child. 
It is a dangerous method of disci- 
pline, used by people easily an- 


gered, on helpless children who re- : 


sent the whole business as an im- 
position of force. They are fright- 

ed and cowed by it, and they do 
not incline their minds toward the 
better way. On the contrary, they 
learn to avoid it by lying and by 
evasion, 

A smart spank given in emer- 
gency is accepted by the child as 
just that. He knows something 

coming to him and makes no 
difficulty about it in his mind. His 
nking redirected, he listens to 
what is said to him, understands 
the righteousness of it, and re- 
forms his ways. 

Even slaps ought to be counted 
outside of good discipline and 
counted in as failures on both 
sides. Children are taught the 
right ways through good example 
and fine leadership and not by 
slaps or whippings. Very young 
children sometimes persist in do- 
ing wrong in spite of the best ex- 
ample and instruction. It is these 
who bring on the emergency that 
calls for the quick, smart slap on 
the seat. They must be stopped 
and that is sometimes the only way 
left. Reasoning with a 3-year-old 
is out of the question under such 
conditions. He has not reached 
the age of reason and words are 
but lulling sounds to his ears. 

Once a child has reached the age 
of reasoning and reflective memory 
he is neither to be slapped nor 
whipped. He is to be guided, di-
